EARLY  in  September,  1913,  the  Class  of  1917,  one  hundred  strong,  made  its 
first  appearance  on  the  Hill.    We  were  at  once  greeted  enthusiastically 
by  the  preps  of  the  previous  year,  who  called  us  the  freshest  and  dumbest 
class  they  had  ever  seen.    We  were  left  alone,  however,  when  football  started, 
and  as  the  term  progressed  our  friends  increased. 

In  October  the  first  Founders  Day  was  celebrated,  ex-President  Taft  and 
former  Secretary  of  War  Stimson  being  the  principal  speakers.  At  length  came  the 
Exeter  football  game  in  which  Captain  Murray's  team  was  defeated. 

The  winter  term  was  marred  by  the  death  of  our  greatest  benefactor,  Melville 
Cox  Day,  who  had  recently  given  to  the  school,  Taylor  Hall,  one  of  the  best  of  our 
new  dormitories. 

Hockey  relations  were  started  with  Exeter,  and  the  first  game  played  between 
the  two  schools  was  unfortunately  a  defeat  for  Andover. 

The  swimming  team,  the  best  that  has  ever  represented  the  school,  covered 
itself  with  glory,  winning  every  schedule  meet  and  setting  a  new  Interscholastic 
record  in  the  relay.  Towards  the  end  of  the  term  the  Dramatic  Club  presented 
Sowing  Wild  Oats,  and,  soon  after,  a  joint  concert  with  Exeter  was  given  by  the 
Musical  Clubs. 

In  the  spring  term,  much  to  our  regret,  we  were  defeated  twice  by  our  New 
Hampshire  rivals.  Despite  the  string  of  ill  success,  we  left  school  happy;  happy 
because  our  hardest  year  was  over  and  because  three  more  enjoyable  years  were 
before  us. 

Recalling  the  men  who  were  in  school  in  1913  who  will  graduate  with  us  now, 
we  find  only  fourteen  left  of  the  original  one  hundred.  These  are  "Bob"  Shedden,

"Bill"  Russell,  "Hal"  Helliwell,  Howard  Stearns,  "Herb"  Humphrey,  "Mac" 
McLanahan,  " Aub  "  Russell,  "Doc  "  Piazza,  and  "Willy  "  Wilder.

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WHEN  we  returned  in  the  Fall  of  1914,  our  interest  was  centered  on  the 
football  team  which  was  captained  by  Avery.  It  had  a  fairly  successful 
preliminary  season,  but  when  matched  against  Exeter,  the  tide  com- 
pletely turned  and  our  team  went  down  to  a  bad  defeat.  W  Russell  represented 
1917  on  the  team. 

On  the  night  of  December  8,  Bartlet  Hall  was  completely  gutted  by  fire. 
Fortunately  no  lives  were  lost,  or  any  serious  accidents  occurred,  probably  due  to 
the  prompt  work  of  the  students. 

The  soccer  team  under  Captain  Davison  had  a  very  good  season,  winning  all  but 
two  of  their  games.  The  hockey  team  was  handicapped  by  poor  ice,  and  was  de- 
feated by  Exeter  in  a  well-fought  game.  Nineteen  seventeen  was  represented  by 
Crane.  The  relay  team  handed  Exeter  the  first  defeat  of  the  year  at  the  B.  A.  A. 
games.  The  wrestling  team  also  turned  out  to  be  very  efficient  under  Captain 
Basso;  W.  Russell,  A.  Russell,  and  Dyer  representing  1917. 

On  March  13,  the  Musical  Clubs  gave  their  combined  concert  with  Exeter, 
and  on  the  following  Friday  the  Dramatic  Club  presented  an  excellent  production, 
The  Bells. 

During  the  spring  term,  our  attention  was  turned  to  track  and  baseball. 
Captain  Prescott  led  the  track  team  to  victory  in  all  the  preliminary  contests,  and  on 
May  31,  we  defeated  Exeter  54  to  41.  There  we  witnessed  our  first  celebration.  A. 
Russell  represented  1917. 

The  first  part  of  the  season  was  very  encouraging  for  the  baseball  team,  but  on 
June  5  it  went  down  to  a  10  to  2  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Exeter.  Crane.  Wilson  and 
Brennan  were  the  representatives  of  1917  on  the  team.

HE  highest  degree  of  true  Christianity  in  a  man  can  be  obtained  only  through 


constant  effort  to  perfect  himself    physically,    mentally  and  morally. 


These  three;  Body,  Mind  and  Spirit,  work  in  unison,  and  when  one  is 
lacking,  the  full  strength  of  the  other  two  is  greatly  diminished. 

The  aim  of  the  Society  has  been  to  promote  the  first  of  these  three  requisites, 
and  in  so  doing,  to  co-operate  with  the  school  in  the  endeavor  to  attain  the  develop- 
ment of  true  Christian  character.  The  success  of  such  an  endeavor  can  be  based 
only  on  the  actual  results  which  are,  perhaps,  too  abstract  to  estimate;  however, 
if  the  significance  of  Christianity  has  been  made  real  to  any,  few  or  many,  the  work 
has  not  been  in  vain. 

In  the  main  the  efforts  of  Inquiry  have  been  directed  toward  stimulating  an 
active  interest  in  the  spirit  of  service  in  the  school;  toward  the  promotion  of  a 
morally  clean  atmosphere;  and  toward  establishing  a  philanthropical  work  not 
immediately  connected  with  the  Academy.  In  these  phases  of  work  the  Society 
may  claim  to  have  been  reasonably  successful. 


Last  June  Phillips  Academy,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Society  of  Inquiry,  sent 
a  delegation  of  sixteen  members  to  the  Student  Conference  at  Northfield.  An 
active  part  was  taken  by  the  men  in  the  Bible  and  Discussion  groups  and  the 
interest  for  this  year's  work  was,  through  this  medium,  greatly  stimulated.

CONTRARY  to  the  well  established  custom  that  all  entering  classes  remain 
unidentified  with  any  literary  organization  of  the  school  during  their 
first  year  at  Andover,  the  Class  of  1917  began  to  show  its  ability  very 
early  in  its  career.  In  the  Junior  year  the  Phillipian  was  the  first  to  receive 
the  benefits  of  its  talent,  Elbridge  Adams  being  elected  to  the  board  in  the  spring 
term. 

With  this  as  a  beginning,  the  Class  returned  in  1914  determined  to  gain  the 
renown  which  its  talent  merited.  Elbridge  Adams  was  made  Assistant  Business 
Manager  of  the  Pot  Pourri,  while  Richard  Lumpkin  secured  a  similar  position  on 
the  Mirror  Board.  A.  D.  Harvey  and  S.  Y.  Hord  were  in  the  cast  of  the  Dramatic 
Club,  which  presented  The  Bells  at  the  Town  Hall  with  great  success.  On  the 
Phillipian  Board  Elbridge  Adams  and  A.  D.  Harvey  were  the  representatives. 
The  latter  was  also  a  member  of  the  Philo  Debating  Team,  which  won  the  annual 
Philo-School  Debate  held  on  February  5. 

In  the  Upper  Middle  year  the  Class  showed  its  true  strength,  being  represented 
in  every  branch  of  literary  activity.  Elbridge  Adams,  A.  D.  Harvey,  Harlan 
Cooley,  C.  H.  Bradley,  and  Robert  Stevens  were  on  the  Phillipian  Board,  with 
Duer  McLanahan  as  Assistant  Business  Manager.  A.  A.  Piazza  was  one  of  the 
Means  Prize  speakers.  Richard  Lumpkin  was  Business  Manager  of  the  Mirror 
and  Frank  Dowd  one  of  the  Assistant  Editors.  The  Pot  Pourri  Board  was  chiefly 
composed  of  1917  men:  Elbridge  Adams  was  Business  Manager,  Charles  Bradley 
Assistant  Managing  Editor,  and  E.  M.  King  Assistant  Business  Manager.  On  the 
Dramatic  Club  the  Class  was  represented  by  S.  Y.  Hord  and  R.  A.  Lumpkin,  but 
the  play,  Charlie's  Aunt,  which  it  had  been  planned  to  produce,  was  finally  given  up 
because  of  the  inability  of  two  members  of  the  cast  to  take  part. 

During  the  Senior  year,  1917  has  predominated  in  the  literary  side  of  school 
life,  more  than  fulfilling  the  promise  of  the  three  foregoing  years  of  her  career. 
Charles  H.  Bradley  was  Managing  Editor  of  the  Pot  Pourri,  Edward  King  was 
Business  Manager,  J.  M.  Wright,  Art  Editor,  and  Richard  Lumpkin  Assistant 
Art  Editor.  Harlan  Cooley  was  Managing  Editor  of  the  Phillipian,  Duer  McLan- 
ahan was  Business  Manager,  and  the  Senior  Editors  were  Elbridge  Adams,  A.  D. 
Harvey,  Charles  H.  Bradley,  Robert  Stevens,  and  H.  M.  Ufford.  The  Mirror 
was  managed  by  Frank  Dowd  and  D.  C.  Townley,  Frederick  Thompson  being  an 
Assistant  Editor.  Those  who  competed  for  the  Means  Prizes  were:  Richard  Lump- 
kin, Robert  Stevens,  Frederick  Thompson,  E.  0.  Richards,  R.  T.  Rich,  and  W.  S. 
Clark. 

Reviewing  the  literary  activities  of  1917  during  her  four  years  on  the  Hill,  one 
finds  an  enviable  record  of  work  accomplished  that  has  been  of  an  exceptionally 
high  standard.

THE  story  1917  must  tell  of  her  athletic  career  is  the  tale  of  a  martyr.  She 
has  contributed  a  lion's  share  of  men  to  the  varsity  teams  and,  as  yet,  has 
seen  only  one  victory  over  Exeter.  Yet  she  has  been  able  through  all  these 
defeats  to  keep  the  old  fighting  spirit  where  graduates  are  proud  to  see  it  and  has 
fought  the  fight  of  the  under  dog  with  a  smile  of  determination  and  a  spirit  of 
optimism.  Never  for  a  moment  has  she  been  accused  of  giving  anything  but 
her  best. 

When  we  came  to  Andover  in  the  fall  of  1913  and  saw  Billie  Murray  and  his 
team,  filled  with  the  spirit  of  eight  years  of  victory,  pounding  themselves  into  shape 
on  Brothers  Field,  it  seemed  to  us  new  men  that  Andover  was  indeed  impregnable. 
But  as  we  watched  the  season  advance  and  saw  our  heroes  —  for  truly  they  were 
heroes  to  us  —  defeated  by  Yale  Freshmen,  Harvard  Freshmen,  and  others  of  the 
preliminary  season,  and,  finally,  go  down  to  a  59  to  0  defeat  before  Exeter,  the 
grief  we  swallowed  can  better  be  imagined  than  expressed. 

But  youth  is  full  of  hope.  The  depression  made  by  the  gridiron  disappointment 
was  not  of  long  duration.  We  realized  that  victory  over  Exeter  was  not  an  heredi- 
tary accomplishment,  but  an  annual  achievement,  and  remembered  that  there  were 
still  two  chances  left  to  defeat  Exeter  before  the  year  was  over. 

The  track  team  began  its  training  early  in  the  winter.  We  watched  with 
interest  the  development  of  a  wrestling  team  led  by  Mac  Baldrige  and  coached  by 
Cyclone  Burns.  We  saw  "  Babe  "  Allen's  swimming  team  go  through  a  very  success- 
ful season.  But  we  were  reminded  again  of  the  thorn  in  our  side  when  our  hockey 
team,  captained  by  Bob  Paradise,  was  defeated  by  Exeter,  4  to  1. 

Now  all  eyes  were  turned  on  Fred  Swett  and  Cliff  Rodman,  but  all  were  again 
disappointed.  The  baseball  team  was  defeated  7  to  0,  and  the  track  team  59  to  37. 
The  only  feature  of  note  was  a  new  record  of  23  feet  4  3-4  inches  established  by 
Prescott  in  the  broad  jump. 

We  started  off  the  fall  of  1914  by  defeating  Cushing  7  to  0,  but  lost  all  the  other 
games  of  the  season.  Exeter  defeated  us  78  to  7.  Sid  Gould  and  Bill  Russell  rep- 
resented our  class.  It  was  Exeter's  first  victory  at  Andover  in  ten  years.  Our 
touchdown  was  made  by  a  forward  pass  from  Fitzgerald  to  Gould.  Gus  Avery 
captained  the  team. 

The  winter  term  was  much  more  successful.  Our  relay  team  won  from  Exeter. 
Captain  Fitzgerald's  swimming  team  won  seven  out  of  eight  meets.  Basso's 
wrestling  team  won  four  out  of  five  meets.   We  had  Jim  Dyer,  A.  Russell  and 
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W.Russell  on  the  wrestling  team.  But  again  our  hockey  team, led  by  Tom  Ashley, 
was  defeated  by  Exeter.  Score,  5  to  0.  Crane  was  our  representative. 

In  the  spring  our  track  team  won  the  Harvard  Interscholastics.  Captain 
Prescott  made  a  new  interscholastic  record  of  23  feet  3  inches  in  the  broad  jump. 
Rodman  equalled  the  old  record  of  16  seconds  established  in  1914  in  the  high  hurdles. 
The  interscholastic  victory  was  followed  by  a  54  to  41  victory  over  Exeter.  Prescott 
took  three  first  places  and  broke  the  £20  high  hurdle  record.  Our  class  was  repre- 
sented by  Winters,  Swift,  A.  Russell,  and  Burrill. 

Our  tennis  team  also  won  the  Harvard  Interscholastics  and  defeated  Exeter 
4  to  3. 

Captain  Butterfield,  however,  after  leading  his  baseball  team  through  five 
victories  out  of  possible  seven,  went  down  to  a  10  to  2  defeat  before  Exeter.  We 
had  Brennan,  Crane,  Wilson,  and  Doyle  on  the  team. 

The  track  victory  took  away  the  rising  feeling  that  Exeter  could  not  be  defeated. 
It  was  an  added  stimulus  to  that  small  group  of  never-say-die  fellows  who  came  back 
in  the  fall  of  191.5  hoping  against  hope  for  victory  in  football. 

A  short  season  of  practice  and  an  easy  victory  over  Cushing  increased  our  hopes. 
But  in  a  scrimmage  on  the  Wednesday  following  the  Cushing  game.  Captain  Gleason 
received  a  knee  injury  that  kept  him  on  crutches  until  the  Exeter  game.  Each 
successive  week  added  new  victims  to  the  injured  list;  the  result  was,  when  we 
finally  lined  up  before  Exeter,  six  of  our  best  players  were  little  better  than  cripples. 
A  defeat  of  37  to  7  was  chalked  up  against  us,  whereas,  with  ordinary  luck,  a  victory 
might  well  have  been  ours.  On  this  team  we  had  Captain  Gleason,  Davis,  Waters, 
Boltwood,  Wilson,  A.  Russell,  W.  Russell,  Rowe,  Dyer  and  Wanamaker. 

The  swimming  team  captained  by  Searle,  and  the  wrestling  team  captained  by 
W.  Russell,  had  seasons,  which  while  not  of  the  best,  were  not  to  be  complained  of. 
On  the  swimming  team  we  had  Fullerton,  Bolton,  and  Crane,  and  on  the  wrestling 
team  Townley  and  Captain  W.  Russell. 

Both  our  relay  and  hockey  teams  were  defeated.  On  the  relay  team  we  had 
Lumpkin,  Brennan,  and  Swift.  Tom  Ashley  was  captain  of  hockey;  on  his  team  we 
had  Crane,  Wanamaker,  Boltwood,  and  Thurlow. 

The  track  team  captained  by  A.  Russell  was  defeated  69  1-2  to  26  2-3.  On  it 
we  had  Captain  A.  Russell,  Gleason,  Shedden.  Eaton,  Morse  and  Thompson. 

Charles  Faherty  won  five  out  of  seven  baseball  games,  but  was  finally  defeated 
by  Exeter,  2  to  1,  in  one  of  the  hardest  played,  most  intense  games  ever  witnessed 
between  the  two  schools.  Warren,  Brennan,  Wilson,  and  Crane  were  our  represen- 
tatives. 

We  now  arrive  at  our  Senior  year. 
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Goaded  by  three  defeats  in  football,  three  in  baseball,  and  two  in  track,  en- 
couraged by  a  generous  supply  of  promising  material,  and  stimulated  by  an  unusual 
show  of  Andover  spirit,  a  football  team  was  soon  rounded  off  far  superior  to  any  we 
had  hitherto  had.  Three  victories  out  of  possible  five,  and  a  steady  progress  of  a 
well  balanced  team  added  materially  to  our  hope  for  victory.  But  our  New  Hamp- 
shire rivals,  aided  by  an  undue  amount  of  good  fortune,  were  again  victorious. 
Score,  6  to  0.  We  had  on  the  team  Captain  W.  Russell,  Warren,  Boltwood,  Davis, 
A.  Russell,  Munger,  Wilson,  Dresser,  Crane,  Jones,  and  Lamberton. 

Little  is  left  to  be  told.  Both  the  swimming  and  the  wrestling  teams  have  had 
good  seasons.  We  had  Captain  Bolton,  Crane,  Penfield,  and  Stearns  on  the  swim- 
ming team,  and  Captain  W.  Russell,  Townley  and  Dines  on  the  wrestling  team. 
Our  hockey  team  captained  by  George  Allen  won  from  Exeter  2  to  1.  On  it  we 
had  Wanamaker  and  Crane.  Our  relay  team  lost.  On  it  we  had  Brennan  and 
Lumpkin. 

In  looking  over  the  history  of  other  classes  there  seems  to  be  none  that  has  so 
many  defeats  to  account  for.  Ours  is  an  unfortunate  share.  But  we  are  not 
crying  over  spilled  milk;  we  are  not  cursing  fate  for  our  misfortune;  we  are  going 
after  Exeter  next  year.

BATTALION  OFFICERS 


Cijt  Sntictoer  Battalion 


PHILLIPS  ACADEMY  Cadet  Corps,  organized  in  March  for  the  purpose  of 
stimulating  preparedness  in  Phillips  Academy  Andover,  has  been  continued 
successfully  during  the  Spring  term.  Fully  480  men  including  all  but  20  of 
those  at  present  enrolled,  have  enlisted  in  the  battalion.  At  present  four  companies 
are  in  operation,  thus  giving  the  normal  battalion  strength  of  four  companies.  All 
the  men  have  uniforms  of  Government  cotton  khaki  similar  to  those  used  at  recent 
Plattsburg  Camps  and  the  members  of  the  corps  also  wear  special  hat  cords  of 
blue.  A  fine  stand  of  colors  has  been  presented  by  Clyde  Martin  of  the  Class  of 
1910.  A  Drum  Corps  including  several  buglers  has  also  been  developed  and  is 
used  on  special  occasions.  The  work  has  been  carried  on  under  supervision  of  Dr.

six  Plattsburg  camps,  and  Captain  John  Knowles  also  of  Boston,  who  holds  a 
commission  in  the  Reserve  Officers  Corps.  Work  during  the  spring  term  consisted 
of  lectures  by  Lieutenant  Frothingham  and  Captain  Knowles,  occasional  maneu- 
vers with  direct  work  in  patrolling  and  deploying  and  close  order  formations.  Four 
days  in  the  week  have  been  devoted  to  military  training.  The  school  is  fortunate  in 
having  five  ranges  of  75  yards  each  for  the  sub-caliber  rifle  and  it  has  at  its  disposal 
out-door  distance  ranges  of  the  Lawrence  Militia  located  at  Frye  village.  Those 
who  engage  in  shooting  at  the  long  ranges  were  obliged  to  qualify  first  on  the  sub- 
caliber  ranges.  The  interest  taken  in  this  work  by  the  students  was  far  greater 
than  anyone  anticipated  and  the  results  achieved  were  impressive  even  to  those  of 
army  experience.  As  all  athletics  have  been  dropped  at  the  school  except  ball 
games  between  the  different  companies  on  Tuesday  and  Saturday  afternoons,  the 
development  of  this  work  in  one  of  the  oldest  academies  in  the  country  has  been 
closely  watched.

He  writes  under  the  picture,  as  its  title  "Poor 
Butterfly,"  holds  it  off  to  inspect  it  carefully,  nods  his  head  and  continues  his  course.  As 
soon  as  he  is  comfortably  off-stage,  a  football  lands  between  two  hitching  posts.  (Ed  's 
note:  Do  they  hare  hitching-posts  in  Paris?)  An  hour  elapses,  during  which  time  there 
is  a  great  deal  of  ballet-russing,  not  to  mention  hula  hulering.  In  the  midst  of  the 
uproar  enters  Paul  Crane,  the  -  — ,  yes,  you  know.  He  looks  worriedly  about  him; 
seeing  the  football  he  pounces  gladly  upon  it,  whistling  meanwhile  "Oh,  They're  Kicking 
Them  Higher  in  Hawaii."  Finally  he  ceases  his  melodious  endeavors  and  coos  (to  the 
foot-ball):
